Heath WEB ntreated on the corner of 


California and Montgomery streets ut 
about fi o'clock.

lie wanted the officer to go with him 


to see hie brother, but this request WBB 
refused. Ho then seemed to recover 
himself and otated that he could proTO 
by Harry Wallace of the Grand Central 
hotel at Fresno that ho went to bed at 
the hostelry at 11 o'clock on the night of 
August ?Rth last, end that be was sleep- 
ing in his room at 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing of the 20th, whim McWbirler was 
killed. 


Heath was seen by an Examiner rep- 


resentative shortly after his arrest. He 
protested hie innocence and declared 
that ho would be able to establish an 
alabi. When asked to give a statement 
of his doings on the night of the 28:h 
and morning of tho 20th ho dictated the 
following: 


I came in from the Ppseii vineyard 


with a load of hay and arrived in Fresno 
between 1 and 2 o'clock. I came in for 
the purpose of getting some Obinnmen to 
F 


ick gropes, and after I pot my team i p 
went over to tho San Joaquin restaur- 


ant. Then I went over to Chinatown. 
I was alone, but for a few friends 1 nmy 
have met on the way. I tried to make 
arrangements with n Chinese boss for 
some men, but could not come to any 
agreement regarding the price, the figure 
he asked being oat of all reason. I then 
left him and returned to Fresno and 
went back several times to try and make 
arrangement?. At last I wrote back to 
Cartls that I didn't think the price could 
hold up aid I would wait nntil morning. 
I think 1 also told him that perhaps it 
would be better if I couldn't make other 
arrangements to see him before acting in 
the matter. Afler dark I went back to 
the same Chinaman and told him that if 
I decided to take his men I would do BO 
in the morning. This would be ftbcnt 
half-past 0 o'clock in the evening. 
The 


Chinamao, I think, walked over to town 
pith me, we bavins left Chinatown 
.ibout halt an hour before, as near ns I 
can now remember. 


After f left I went round to two or 


three different places, and then went to 
the Grand GeiiUal hotel and tn bed, 
somewhere between 11 and 12 o'clock. 
I did not leave my room again till 8 
o'clock the following morning. No one 
visited me in my rnnra during the night. 
I did not take breakfast at the hotel, anu 
When I cot out on the street I heard peo- 


lo talking about McWhirter's murder, 
jf course I was very much shocked, and 
then decided not to do anything in to-' 
gard to the Chinamen, BO had my team 
hitched up end drove around to Mra. 
McWhirter's and offered my sympathy, 
and told her that it I could eo arrange it 
I would like to perform the last duties 
that one friend conld do for another and 
act as one of the pall-hearers. She told 
me tbat I bad lost one of my dearest 
friends; tbat her husband would never 
allow any one at his table to even say B 
word against me. 1 felt vary badly 
about the matter and left for the vine- 
yard. I arrived at tho vineyard about 4 
o'clock end did not rot urn to Fresno for 
several days. 


Talking further, Heath eaid that he 


had a faint recollection of being in the 
Monarch saloon with Polley, but could 
not believe it was as late as 1 o'clock. 
He admitted that he had been drinking 
a good deal, but declared that he was 
always able to remember the next morn- 
ing what transpired tho night before. 


He further stated that shortly after 


the killing of McWMrter he saw Pulley 
and talked with him regarding their be- 
ing together on the night of the 2311), 
bnt he conld not remember what that 
conversation w*a eicept that they spoke 
of the quantity of liquor tbey had drank, 
When told that Polley had etated tbat it 
was 1 o'clock on Monday morning when 
they1 separated, Heath reflected for a 
moment and fluid it was fanny he could 
not recall the time when ho left him. 


He eipUlncd that the trouble that 


resulted in hi* battle with Baker had no

The train was duo 
at Fresno at 12.10 yesterday morning, 
but it was reported aa being fifty miu- 
utes late and did not arrive hero until 1 
a.m. 
Sti'well, Heath and the detective 


got off the train when it stopped at tho 
water tank, aod instead of going to the 
depot preceded to-Fresno street iu the 
dark to H hack that was in waiting iu 
charge of Deputy District Attorney Wal- 
eer. 


The four men pot into 'the hack and 


were driven rapidly UP Freanb street Jo 
tho county jail. They bundled their pris- 
oner inside as speedily as possible, the 
iron door clanged, and Still well aqd the 
detective were driven to Uw Grand Cen- 
tral hotel.

Beach W*a In a Saloon Two Bonn 


Before the Mnrder. 


Two days before this statement was 


obtained Thorn an Seaward informed cer- 
tain officials that shortly before 1 o'clock 
on the morning of August 29th, two 


hoars before tbe murder, Heath ud two 
other men entered the Monarch ealooti 
and ordered a drink. Heath carried in 
hie hand a parcel About two or two and 
t, half feet long, which he held by a 
Hiring attached to the end. Seaward, 
who waa attending bar, had just closed 
the house to drive with five others to the 
Helm ntucb, eight miles from Fresno. 
Just as they were about (starting Heath 
and MB companions returned aod aeked 
Seaward to reopen the saloon and give 
them another drink, bnt he refused, aud 
Heath and hia friends went In the direc- 
tion of the court honae. 


It is believed that the parcels con 


toined the clubs found ia MuWhirter's 
yard. 
Seaward drove the team back from 


the ranch returning t'J this city about 3 
o'clock. In the Beat beside him sat a 
man named William Speaso, and'heblod 
him eat Thomas Daley. 


He drove down Stanislaus street to L 


and down L t-> Tuolumue. At this point 
they were two blocks away from Mc- 
Whirtor's house. AB they, turned the 
corner of L s reot Seaward and Spease 
eaw two men eouio from the alleyway 
between K and L streets, from the di- 
rection of the shooting. The two men 
turned to tho southwest and went down 
Tuolumno street to K, whore theyeopii- 
rated, one of them crooeing the street 
diagonally aud the other going west ou 
Tuolumue. 


By thia time tbe vehicle waa within 


fifteen feet of tbe men. The man who 
was crossing tbe street looked back, and 
Seaward and Speaae at once recognizsd 
him us Haiti i. 


Seftwani by mistake drove two or 


three blocks out of hia way, go'ng north 
instead of south, and having bsea direct- 
ed by a milkman whom they met they 
turned back. Shortly alter they reached 
the Monarch saloon, Hpnth and the two 
moa who were with him before again 
made their appearance.

Aft'er Sean-ard and hie frieuda had left 


the saloon Tojnari, the porter, served

Seaward and Speaso are positive tbat 
one of Heath's companions woe F. W.

There ie-a highly important witness 


who haa not until now figured in tho 
case, although it Keeins that tho story 
waa told by her on tho very day of tbe 
murder, and that several officials nt that 
time must have realized Urn Importance 


Thifl witness was a lady who resided 


wilhin a block of McWhlrtei'a house. 
After tbe two first eliots wore fired she 
jumped from her bed and ran into tbe 
alley at tho ronr of her hcrjac. liy tho 
time ehe arrived there the shooting was 
over, except that ahe saw tbe fUsh of the 
las*, shot and almost simultaneously with 
it ehe Raw n mnn jump over tlio fence In 
the rear of McWhirter'fl yard. 


This man ran south towards her, and 


as he approached she stepped back and 
the man passed within elx feet of her, 
running in the middle of the alley. 


She got BO close a view of him, and her 


attention wan GO intcnealy concentrated 
upon tbe man bcc&uae ot the ehooting 
that ahe Baid dm conld easily recognir-o 
him again. Ho wore a short, etnbby 
board, and answers in almost every par- 
ticular to tho description of Ilichard B. 
Heath, tho prisoner. 


This lady IIHB been living in Stocktsn 


for several months pact, aud it was only 
by accident that tbia important testi- 
mony was obtained. 


Sho was eubpenaed last Friday night 


to nppear before the Grand Jury of thia 
county, and abe rlid BO yesterday, relat 
ing her story, it ie underetood, substan- 
tially fls relatc-d above. 


Be W»B Threatened at tho Fletol 


Point by Heath. 


A startling incident in connection with 


the affair is related by S. t". Culver, a 
real estate agout of tbie city. His state- 
ment ia given because it shows that 
while it may not have been the intention 
to kill McWhirter, Heath undoubtedly 
bore no particularly friendly feeling for 
him. 


A few days attf r the killing Heath en- 


tered Culver'd office and epoke with him 
on the sublet of McWhlrtst's death. 
Heath remarked that it was well that 
McWhirter waa out of the way; tbat he 
was no good, and that if he had been 
murdered he got no more than he de- 
served. 


To this Culver replied that Heath had 


no right to speak in that way about Mr. 
McWhirter; tbat McWhlrtcr was ono of 
the 
beat 
citizens 
that 
Fresno 


over had. Mr. Culver added that he, 
Culver, had no hesitation or doubt in 
pronouncing the affair a cold blooded 
murt'er, and that he believed that the 
perpetrator of it waa not Tory far from 
that place at that time. 
a. Upon hearing thetie remarks Heath, 
becoming very much exasperated and 
his face livid with passion, drew a re- 
volver from his Lip pocket, thrust it In 
Culver's fnce, ann with an oath declared 
tbat if Culver did not eat his words he, 
Heath, would blow bis brains out. 


Culver being very mach alarmed at 


these violent demonstra-ioca immedi- 
ately apologized for what he had said. 
Then Heath putting the pistol back Into 
hia pocket said that if Culver ever dared 
to repeat what had transpired he might 
expect to be a dead man within an hour. 
Heath then left the office. 


Culver was very much alarmed and 


fully expected at tbe time that he would 
have further trouble with Heath. In 
order, however, that his death if it 
Bhonlil come by assassination should not 
be shrouded tn myatpry he wrote a de- 
tailed account of everything that bad 
taken place. 


Th's document, Becnrely sealed, he 


took to tho store of a well known mer- 
chant in thia city and requester! him to 
deposit It for eecnrity in his eafe, telling 
him at the same time that In the event 
of Culver's death, the merchant should 
break the seal and read tbe contents ot 
tho paper, as it might famish some clue 
to tbe cause of his death. 


THE GRAND JURY. 


Heath, Policy and Ono Other Man 


Indicted Yesterday. 


The tmbject of McWhirter'fl m order 


has been nnder investigation by the 
grand jnry for some lime, and A great 
deal of evidence has been occnmnlated. 


It was thought for eomo time tkat in* 
diet meats uuoiiist Ueath and hie coin- 
pan lone would be certainly found, but 
for several days past tho impression got 
abroad that strong influence was being 
brought to prevent it, 


It was known that the district attor- 


ney had brought bnfore the grand jury 
all tho evidence tbat he thought neces- 
sary to Been re true billa, but it was 
feared by some that the proceeding 
within the grand jury room wore not as 
secret aa they should be, and lest tho 
knowledge of what was transpiring oliou'.d 
get abroad and interfere with or thwart 
the interests of justice, the parsons in- 
terested in punishing tho murderers 
went before Justice of the Peace Austin 
at A late hour laet Saturday night aod 
had warrants Issued for tbe arrest of 
Dick Heath, F. W. Polley and John 
D >e.

To 
questions tbat were put tc h::r, lid Buid 
that he WHS n native of Simeon, in thu 
pruviucu of Onlnno, Caumln, Triit-io ho 
was born in 13(95. In 1870 ha luft for 
Donnlrl, B. C., find after knocking about 
the northern country ho unmu to Frec.no 
in Mny, 1880, and hae romainrd iu that 
vicinity over since, having bomi om- 
ployed in vineyards and 011 street work 
part of the lime. 


Ho said that ho had boon nucjuaiiilud 


with Heath about two years. When 
asked whore tie was OH tho night of tho 
McWbirter murder ho protended to bo 
ignorant of tbe name or of tho tragedy, 
lie could not recollect whether ho hcd 
H link on t'j lies'h daring tho tivo month H 
of hie resiJenco in Fresno.

1'olhiy a few days afterwards made tho 


following statement to Mr. P til well: 


"After I ciuiie down town an Sunday 


evening, August 28th, I etrolled around 
for some lime. At about 8 o'clock I met 
Heath outside Scott'a eulooii. He Invited 
mo to drink with him, and wu wuutover 
to tha Monarch ealoon nnd had two 
KlaPHGB of whisky. I don't remember 
anything that occurred after that till 
about 1 o'clock in tbo morning. I then 
strolled into tho Monarch saloon again 
and found Heath and another mnn stand- 
ing tip Hgninst tho counter. Heath In- 
vited me to drink and 1 toot several 
drinke with him. What took place after 
that I can't remember—all af:or that is n 
perfect blank." 


Polley waa before the grand jury yes- 


terday for about, two hours. What bin 
testimony wns could not be known, but it 
is bellovutl that he made a confession im- 
plicating Heath and tho third man who 
ia yet at large.

Ho said that what had been, done was 
but the beginning.

The MnjorUy of the Jury Iu Favor 


of Acquittal Prom the Be* 


Judge Holmes'courtroom was crowded 


yesterday morciog with people who bad 
come there to hoar the arguments in the 
Clark Moore coee. 


Assistant District Attorney Mnik Wnl- 


sor made the opemnu argumeDt for the 
people. It waa brief, but to the point. 
Attorney Sam llmdg followed for the de- 
fendant 
Ho made a keen analysis of 


tbe evidence at;il presented tho facts in 
favor of Mcoro's innocence in a clear 
and convincing macrcr, 


N. 0. Cold well, also for the defense, 


came next, end madb a masterly argu- 
ment. Heel B. Terry closed for the 
people with a vigorous and elcquent 
argument. 


At the conclusion of the argumenta 


Judge Hoi moa read his instructions to 
tho jury, which I hen retired to deliber- 
ate upon the case. This was about 5.20 
o'clock. 


The ]ury did not begin ballotioK until 


after supper. On the first ballot they 
stood nine for acquittal and three for 
conviction. The second ballot resulted 
iu thoee in favor of acqnUtal gainiim onn 
of the opposing jnryraen, the vote being 
ten to two. On the third ballot tho jury 
stood eleven, for acquittal aud one for 
conviction. Sacceeding ballots did not 
change the vote. 


The recalcitrant juror finally stated ho 


WHS not certain as to the meaning of cer- 
tain portions of the judge's instruction 
and that that waa tho reason of his hold- 
ing oat. Tbe instructions were read 
and explained, upon which he changed 
bis vote in favor of acquittal. 


The jury came into court about 9 


o'clock and announced a verdict of not 
guilty. 
Moore was immediately Bur- 


rounded by friends and heartily con* 
gratulated. While naturally somewhat 
anxious, ho stated he never expected 
any verdict but ono that would pro- 
nounce Mm innocsnt. Mr. Moore will 
not return to Sntnpnon Flats until tbe 
spring thaw eete in.
